An abril de 1949 el Sr. Hum¬ 
berto García empezó la publica¬ 
ción de su magazine EL EXCEN¬ 
TRICO, lo animó el afán de servir 
a la comunidad de hable Hispana; 
no contaba con el respaldo finan¬ 
ciero o el capital que asegura la 
vida de las publicaciones; pero en 
cambio contaba con los conoci¬ 
mientos en el ramo de imprenta 
que había adquirido en su nativo 
Texas y también en California, 
además contaba con la voluntad y 
el entusiasmo que pone la juven¬ 
tud cuando se lanza a materializar 
sus ideas. 

Las únicas armas de que dis¬ 
ponía Humberto eran su habilidad 
como impresor y su energía moral 
y material, con ellas trazó un plan 
y se propuso a llevarlo a cabo. 
Empezó la batalla y aparecieron 
los primeros tropiezos comunes en 
toda empresa que se inicia, los 
problemas aparecian de hora en 
hora, de día en día y de un nú¬ 
mero a otro número de su publica¬ 
ción; el Sr. García los superaba y 
seguía adelante, las jornadas de 
trabajo se alargaban ocupando to¬ 
do el día y parte de la noche, ro¬ 
bándole horas al descanso; pero 
las jornadas agotadoras no lo 
arredraban y la satisfacción de 
poner en circulación otro número 
de EL EXCENTRICO le propor¬ 
cionaba fortaleza para seguir en 
la brega. 


Por un cuarto de siglo publicó 
su magazine, Humberto hacia el 
trabajo de imprenta, trabajaba 
como agente de anuncios, era el 
cobrador, tomaba y revelaba los 
fotografías, entregaba y distribuia 
su publicación, atendía a los clien¬ 
tes que llegaban a su taller, com¬ 
praba los materiales y se encar¬ 
gaba de la limpieza de su feudo. 

Fueron muchas las publica¬ 
ciones que aparecieron en ese 
tiempo, pero ninguna de ellas 
logró permanecer y fueron desa¬ 
pareciendo sin excepción; sólo EL 
EXCENTRICO logró parmanecer 
en la lucha que hasta la fecha 
está librandos. Y fue el Sr. Hum¬ 
berto García el Campeón que 
logro sostenerse en la arena por 
25 años. Por desgracia en 1974 
dejo de existir dejando un vacio 
*en la comunidad, pero su obra 
quedó cimentada y EL EXCEN¬ 
TRICO bajo la dirección de sus 
hijos Bert y Marc García siguió 
la trayectoria que su fundador 
estableció. 

Los últimos cinco años el maga¬ 
zine se ha seguido publicando con 
regularidad. Marc García el más 
joven de los tres humanos, dejo 
EL EXCENTRICO buscando 
otros horizontes, Cesar García no 
tuvo inclinación por la imprenta 
y se dedica a otras ocupaciones, 
Bert García el mayor de los her¬ 
manos ha recogido la bandera que 
enarbolara su padre y sigue en la 
batalla demostrando que es digno 
hijo del Campeón, EL EXCEN¬ 
TRICO sigue la misma ruta que 
desde un principio trazó el Sr. 
Humberto García en 1949 y 
gracias a la dedicación de Bert 
García EL EXCENTRICO per¬ 
manece al servicio de la comuni¬ 
dad y de la población latina en el 
Condado de Santa Clara. □

BROWN NAMES S. J. 

LAWYER TO 

SUPERIOR COURT BENCH 

Gov. Edmund G. Brown, Jr., 
Friday named San Jose attorney 
Robert P. Aguilar to the Superior 
Court bench as part of a rash of 
judicial appointments made be¬ 
fore Brown left to vacation in 
Africa. 

Aguilar, 48. former president 
of the Santa Clara County Bar 
Association, was among 12 per¬ 
sons whose names were presented 
to the State Bar for consideration 
by Brown to stave off Republican 
appointments by Lt. Gov. Mike 
Curb, who becomes acting gover¬ 
nor while Brown is out of the 
state. While Brown was away la^t 
week. Curb nominated a conser¬ 
vative judge to the ^tate Appeals 
Court in Los Angeles, touching 
off a political squabble. 


Aguilar, who fills a vacancy in 
the local Superior Court created 
by the elevation of Marc Poche to 
the state Court of Appeal, is the 
second new judge named in the 
county this week. Brown named 
Fred S. Lucero to the Municipal 
Court bench earlier to replace 
John Schatz. 

Aguilar is one of 11 children of 
a steelworker of Mexican ances¬ 
try. Two other brothers also are 
attorneys. They are Jess J. Agui¬ 
lar, who practices in Sunnyvale, 
and Charles Aguilar, past presi¬ 
dent of the Stanislaus County Bar 
Association. 

Aguilar’s ex-wife, Elva, is a 
Municipal Court judge in Palo 
Alto. 

In 1965, Aguilar was appointed 
by Brown’s father as a trustee of 
Agnews State Hospital. Two 
vears earlier he served as Demo¬ 
cratic co-chairman of the 9th 
Congressional District.
